Bail was arrested a month 
ago on charges of “ carry ing 
out 
activities

sphere of espionage.” 
Iraqi officials claimed he 
had

transmitter. 
But 
Belgian 
diplomats, who represent U.S. 
interests in this Arab capital, 
contended the instrument was 
nothing more than an old-

receiv er. They said a high 
antenna on the roof of Bail’s 
home aroused suspicion in the 
height of the country’s spy 
fev er.

“ Despite all the faults y ou 
have done, and because we 
Arab people have our noble 
principles and values, y ou, 
Mr. Paul Bail, are free as 
from this moment,” Taqaa 
said.

IN PERSPECTIVE

If y ou wan t a toug h job that doesn ’t pay a cen t, try 
y our luck with the Lin coln School District Board of Educa­ 
tion . The board rig ht n ow faces the toug hest job its members 
have durin g their term of office—proposed salary chan g es 
for all person n el. 
The Lin coln Education Association has proposed a total 
person n el pack ag e that would call for an in crease in district 
costs of $5.2 million as compared to a curren t total budg et 
of $18.4 million . The LEA proposal, in this respect, borders 
on the ridiculous. 
Of course, the LEA n o more ex pects to g et all it ask ed 
for than the board in ten ds to g ran t it but on e is rather 
tak en aback by the mag n itude of the proposal. It is a 
demon stration of what is happen in g in the field of education , 
whether we lik e it or n ot. 


The LE.A proposal, con siderin g every thin g , would pro- 
c 
sin g le y ear in crease in teachers’ salaries 
(Of $2,200. Not even the LEA could say that that proposal 
is on a par with busin ess an d in dustry . 
Apply in g 
the 
LEA teachers’ 
proposal ito the 
ad­ 
m in istrative staff, sen ior hig h prin cipals would reportedly 
$10,450 to $18,700 to a ran g e of between 
$22,105 an d $32,29 1 a y ear. This mak es the LEA proposal 
of question able validity , even as a poin t from which to 
beg in barg ain in g . 
There are a host of factors that are importan t in these 
curren t salary m atters. For in stan ce, the board must con ­ 
sider n ot on ly the presen t staff but the fact that in creased 
en rollmen ts will ex pan d the staff. 
With in creased en rollmen ts come in creases in all the 
supportin g staff an d deman ds for addition al space. Some 
of the so-called frin g e requests of the LEA would dramatize 
tin s all the m ore—reducin g teacher work loads an d addin g 
more profession al an d semi-profession al people. 


An addition al complication is the 108 per cen t factor 
which the district must con ten d with in the m atter of state 
aid to education . The 19 6 9 -70 budg et must be n o more than 
8 per cen t hig her than last y ear in per pupil cost of education 
if the district is to obtain max imum stale aid. 
It is unfo rtunate that this artificial fig ure must be a 
part o f the picture but it is. By ex ceeding that limitatio n, 
the district do es no t just fail to g et additio nal aid, but 
actually is reduced in the amo unt o f aid it wo uld o therwise 
receiv e. 
The curren t situation poin ts up at least on e chan g e 
that oug ht to be made in the state aid law. It is acceptable 
to cut off aid after reachin g the 108 per cen t of last y ear’s 
fig ure but aid up to that poin t should n ever be reduced. ^ 
A district should g et aid up to the 108 per cen t fig ure, 
reg ardless of how far this fig ure is ex ceeded. Obviously , 
the ex istin g aid limit has an in fluen ce on fin an cial m atters 
that should n ot be there an d can n ot be defen ded. 


The LEA salary proposal to the Lin coln board, reg ardless 
of its in dividual m erit, is out of proportion to the total 
budg et picture. It is on e thin g to state the cause of in dividiial 
teachers but the board m ust recog n ize its total budg et prob­ 
lems. 
Obv io usly , the bo ard is no t g o ing to be able to co me 
clo se to meeting the LEA request simply because the mo ney 
to do so is no t there, sho rt o f a tax increase that wo uld 
be o ut o f questio n. 
There is n o question that the role of teachers is an 
im portan t on e an d that competition in the field is becomin g 
k een er all the time. Salaries in Lin coln n eed to be raised 
but it is hoped that teachers realize they will n ot obtain 
in on e chun k what they mig ht con sider to be close to 
an ideal fig ure.

Hampton observes, “If Omaha g ets ihis, 
Uiey ’ll have as g ood service as an y town 
in the coun try an d I hope they g et it — 
it will be g ood for Omaha an d the whole 
state.” 


Ending The Draft

A move to join in as a party to the Omaha 
case was turn ed aside by the CAB, which
